WHAT FARMERS NEED WORST. ^ 

\ few weeks ago there was presented to Piesident Roosevelt the 
report of the cointuissioii Hp(>oiiiteii by him to investigate the cundi 
tiou of life ou the farm in this country, and to suggest methods of 
iniproviug it. The (.Toiiiinissioo submitted three needs which it be- 
lieves sre the most iuifK>rtant and the first of these is this: — 

“Kffective co-o(>eration among farmeis to put them on a level 
with the organized interests with which they do biisiuess.” 

One of the meml>eis of that Commission, in B(>eaking to the writ 
er of this article, added a little to that, ooucerniug couditiuna in this 
part of the country. He said that co operation wan also needed 
here to secure things which feriners have in other places — gootl roads, 
good schools, g(Kxl churches and gixal order. 1 he biisiuesB co-oper- 
ation of which the Cuinmission speaks is the hardest and most deli- 
cate of the lot to manage, and probably cannot be managed success- 
fully here till the other things have lieen done — till co-operation in 
regard to local alfaira bus lieen learned. 

Future hiatoriaus will probably decide that the most important 
thing alsiut thia age we are living in is that it's taught people the val- 
ue of oo-o|>eratioD. It is a fact that the Itenefitsof modern civilization, 
wealth, prusfierity, education and success come to any (uirt of the 
country just in proportion as the people have learned to co-operate. 
People have founil that each individual will iu the en<l be better off 
if, for a little while, and in certain things, be makes bis own will sub- 
mit to the gotsl of the community. In that way, at a little cost to 
each, the whole lot get forward, and each one with the rest. It ia 
like a four horse team — mighty iiseleas unless they all pull together, 
but mighty useful if they all do pull that way. 

There are just two things that usually stand in the way of suc- 
cessful oo- 0 |<eration. Une is pride and the other is selfishness. 
lot of men hate to admit that there ia any one or any thing better 
than they are — they do not want to take orders even from all the rest 
of the community. They want their way, and would rather have 
their way wrung than any oBhor way right. When a community 
starts any improvement they hang l>Sck, just to show that they are 
independent. And they sre intlependect all right — like a balky 
iuule. They are the kind of [leople that carry small-pox and nieanlea 
around with them, just to show that they are free citizens. 

And then there is the selfishness. Some fellows are ao all-fired 
afraid that some other will get a little bit the best of it, that they all 
refuse to do anything. It would be gixxl for the community to build 
good roads, for iustance, but some farmer won't give up bis bottom 
land, where the road could he smiwth and atraight, for fear the next 
farmer might nut have to give up quite so much. Or, one fellow, who 
doesn't happen to be hauling this year, doesn't want to help- be says 
the teamsters ought to do it. And so it goes — we all need good roads, 
everybody admits that, and around here we have the stone right ban- 
dy to put on, and plenty of idle time on our bands jiiat now to get it 
out, but still we never do anything. Every fellow is afraid that 
be wnh't get the beat of it, and nothing but the bent is good enough 
for him. No sir ee! 

Why not try a little of the co operation that is making the rest 
of America the richest country on the globe? Why not get together, 
on the gtxxl roads issue, for inslsnce, and rsslly try it out, and see 
whether it won't do as much for us here? Money spent on the roads 
is not gone— merely invested. Work put into them means five times 
as much work sav^ a little later. No mao living where be ean have 
any use of a good road but what will get more out of it than be puts 
in, even if some other fellow does get a little more than hia share. 
It will pay every single man mighty well-it will pay the whole com- 
munity mighty well. Why not try it?

Ilsrved that there will be little more 
trouble. During the epidemic there 
have been eeven hundred vaccina- 
tions, without a caae of a serious- 
ly bad arm. Not one of the people 
who took the smnll-pox during this 
epidemic had been aucceesi'ally vacd- 
nated In the last forty yeara

HEROES AND COWARDS. 

“The fear of man bringeth a anare." 
— Proverba xxlx. 16. 

I have a long text to-night, In tact 



three texts. The text la the best part 
of the sermon If a sermon is bet- 
ter than the text It Is a poor sermon. 
A good sermon Is simply an exposi- 
tion of the text. You will find the 
first text In Proverbs xxlx. 26: "The 
fear of man bringeth a snare." What- 
ever your views about the Inspiration 
of the Bible may be, you know that 
this verse Is true enough, anyhow. 
How many a man and woman on 
earth to-nlgbt has been snared by the 
fear of man, and ruined for lime and 
eternity. For example, how many a 
young man has come up to a city, a 
pure. Innocent, upright, temperate 
young fellow, and Intended to lead a 
sober, honest Industrious life in this 
great city. He knew something about 
the perils of drink, and was wise en- 
ough not to touch It; and be comes 
to the city Intending to be what every 
man and woman ought to be, a total 
abstainer. One night this young man 
goes out to dinner, and the gentle- 
man at the head of the table urges 
him to take a glass of wine. But 
this young man refusea; he eaya. "1 
never drink.” The gentleman laughs 
at him, the other people at the table 
chaff him, some say that be la insult- 
ing the host or boateas by not drink- 
ing to their health, and the fear of 
man brlnga him Into the anare. He 
takes hia first glass of wine, and that 
leads to another and another aud 
another, and to-nlght he la a drunkar 
on the atreeU of the city, because of 
the fear of man, reputation gone, man 



hood gone, brain power gone, busineas 
rapacity gone, everything gone; the 
fear of man has proved bis temporal 
and eternal ruin. How many a young 
fellow comes to a great dty, who 
has never gambled In hls life. He 
plays an occasional friendly game of 
cards; but one night, after work be 
la out In the company of a few 
friends and they are playing cards as 
usual, and some one of the group sug 
Rests that they should put up a little 
stake, only a small amount. Just to 
make the game interesting. The 
young man hesitates, but they say, 
"You don’t need to gamble. It la 
only a dime or a quarter either 
way; we are not going to play for 
high aUkes.” He aaya, "I never gam- 
ble; I believe It la dishonest. ” But 
they laugh at, and chaff him, and tell 
him he ehould go along to Sunday 
School; and he cannot stand their 
chaff, and he puta up hla first 
dime on a game of cards. The 
passion of the gambler, which is a 
more consuming passion than that 
of strong drink and more ruinous, 
takes possession of him; he robs his 
employer, and to-day be le In prison, 
because the fear of man led him to 
gamble, and ruined him utterly.

In combating Inberculcets of do- 
mesticated animals, two meihods are 
open for oonslderallon: 

1. DestnicUnn of the casual organ- 
ism. the tubercle bacillus, by eliminat- 
ing the already diseased animals and 
disinfecting the Infected premises. 

2. Possible raetlinds of producing 
Immunity in susceptible animals by 
rendering them resistant to the tuber 
cle organism. 

The first method is easily attainable 
by the detection »( the presence of the 
disease by means of the tuberculin 
test and the subsequent separation of 
affected animals. 1a thla way the con 
tinned spread of thla scniirgo can be 
entirely prevented. .As no known 
method of euro exists for tUc disease 
tn cattle, animals once Inferted must 
be Isolated from healthy stock to pre- 
vent further spread of contagion. To 
remove all further danger from the 
disease^ thorough dislnfectlcn of the 
quarters occupied by tbs tuberculous 
animals Is Imperative. 

With certain other diseases, meth- 
ods of vaccination have alruidy been 
perfected, the efficiency of which Is so 
grtat as to practically control such 
maladloa. Diphtheria antitoxin, vac- 
cination against smallpox, the Pasteur 
treatment for rabies and anthrax are 
potent illustrations of the efficiency 
of Immunizing the bodies of snsceptt- 
ble hosts against the ravages of these 
human and animal plagues. 

Numerous attempts have been made 
by Bclentiflc Investigation to devise 
systems of vaccination against tuber- 
culosis that will render saaceptlble 
animals resistant to invasion. Within 
recent years soveral Investigators have 
announced various methods (or this 
purpose. 

In 1902, Von Behring, tho prominent 
German bactoriologlst, announced the 
discovery of a sulistance called bovo- 
vaccine with which he claimed calves 
could be Immunized against natural 
Infection from tuborrulosla. Coming 
from the discoverer of diph'herla anti- 
toxin, which remedy so revolutionized 
the methods of handling this disease 
of childhood, bovovacclno was hailed 
with high ho;>es. Von Behring's ex- 
periments. then reported, seemt?d to 
Indicate that a auscessful method of 
rendering cattle resistant had at last 
been found. In a aeries of lectures 
given In Cassel In 1903, ho made the 
following sweeping statement; "The 
entire suppression of bovine tubercu- 
losis is now only a question of con- 
scientious and properly conducted pro- 
tective InoctilaUons. and. of course, 
also a matter of time " 



A year later be published a brief 
preliminary report of the lesults he 
had obtained to that date. Tbeae 
were extremely favorable, and were, 
on tbo whole, apparently aubstanll 
atod by reports from other investiga- 
tors. By means of hia mathod of vao- 
cinatton, he was able lo raise perfe< tly 
healthy animals even when the latter 
were continually exposed to a tuber- 
culous environment. The true effi- 
ciency of the vaccine could not be dw 
termincd at the time, (or the animals 
bad not attained maturity, so that tho 
duration of the Immunity caused by 
thn vaccine could not be ascertained 
•Nevertheless the results secured were 
exceedingly promlslnr. 

The principle involved tn the pro- 
duction of hOTovaccine Is radirully 
different from that used In the prepar- 
ation of tuberculin. Ttiberctilln Is a 
germ-free extract of cultures of tu- 
bercle bacilli, while bovovarcine con- 
alsts of a weakened culture of living 
tubercle bacilli of human origin. The 
human type Is used because of Its 
greater adaptability (or vaccine pur- 
poses than the tiovine type. The 
commercial product Is sp«-cially pre- 
pared as follows: .After a sufficiently 

weakened culture has been cbtained. It 
Is grown ui)on a suitable medium, 
then carefully dried so aa not lo de- 
stroy Us activity, and finally pulver- 
ised. It Is then accurately weighed 
out Into containers and sealed. 

Most reliable results an. claimed 
for animals vaccinated as calv<*s be- 
tween throe weeks and three months 
of age. Young stock up to two years 
of age may be treatcNl. provided they 
are free from tuberculosis. .Mature 
animals (two years or older), however, 
cannot be successfully treated. The 
vaccinating process consists of two In- 
jecllons made three months apart. Ths 
first and weaker vaccine contains one 
so-called Immunizing unit, -Hjulvalent 
to .004 grama of dry tubercle bacilli; 
the second vaccine consists of five 
such units. For Inoculation puriioiea 
the powder Is thoroughly mixed In a 
sterile mortar with a sterile one per 
cent, common salt toiiiUon of which 
two cubic centlinetera are used (or 
each Immunizing unit. 

After a thorough emulsion Is made, 
the mat?rlal la th<-n ready for inject- 
ing Into the aulmal. For this purpose 
the neck over tho left Jugular vein la 
shaved, washed with a dibinfectant 
and the Injection made directly Into 
the vein. To do this the needle nf the 
syringe Is held almost parallel to the 
Jugular vein, then with a quick down- 
ward movement forced through the 
wall of the latter.

Celery growing on a commercial 
■cate baa received most attention In 
the "muck-bed" an-as of Michigan and 
New York, where thousand; of acres 
are devoted to this crop. Califurnia 
and Florida have taken up the Indus- 
try and during tho winter and spring 
months provide northern cities with 
large amounts of celery. There is. 
however, no reason why local grow- 
ers should not hold their own mar- 
kets from June to January ugainst 
the Importations from the south. 

To se<-ure an early crop the best 



plan for the araatear grower is tn fill 
with fine soli three Inches deep. This 
soil should be pressed down and the 
aneda scattered either In rows nr 
broadcast. Cover the seeds by sprink- 
ling through a fine sieve a small 
quantity of leaf mold or sand. The 
window of a moderately warm room 
with frequent sprinkling will provide 
the condlUoBs necessary for germina- 
ton. When tbo seedings appear after 
two or three weoka turn the boxes 
dally to keep the growth even. The 
Illustration ihowa tho foim of box 
used (or starting the planU. 



WHEN SNOW WAS 48 FEET DEEP. 



Took 600 Soldtara to Clear the Way In 
the English Blizzard of 1838. 

The mogul engines which were 
xtalled In the recent bllseard out west 
lo not appear to be worthy successors 
of a certain Hercules engine which cut 
a noble figure In (be English blizzard 
of 18.36. 

To approt late the role played by the 
Hercules some Idea must be given of 
the effect of the storm on other meth- 
ods of travel. Fourteen mall coaches 
were abandoned on a; many ronds. 
Another was dtig out of drifts five 
times between Exeter and London. 

Another was burled so deep that it 
t«>ok 300 men, principally sappers and 
miners, several hours lo make a pas 
sage to tbo coach and rescue the malls 
and (Ukssengers, while near Chatham 
the snow lay to a depth of 30 or 40 feet, 
tho military bring turned out to the 
unmber of 6-)0 to clear tbo way. 

In Ixindon the drifts were ten feet 
deep and hundreds of men and carta 
were employed hauling snow out to tho 
fields In the suburbs. The markets 
were In a bad way. One day only four 
stall holders were able to reach a main 
market. Greens which a few da.vt be- 
fore the storm were being sold for 
three pence a bunch at market, now 
(etched from ten pence to one ahilllhg. 
turnips, carrots and celery becoming 
equally dear; while one penny handfuls 
of parsley resllxed two shillings six- 
pence, and the happy possesaor of a 
bunch which be had previously piir- 
chaaod fur ninepencs realized for bla 
prize no less a sum than X 1 2s 3d. 

Amid all this confusion tbe pioneer 
railways covered thrmseives with glory 
by running trains almrwt without Inter- 
ruption. There was a deep cutting on 
one linn where tbe snow had drifted 
badly and, according to the (Jtieen, 
great numbers of people turned out lo 
see how tho Hercules engine would got 
along. They ImaglDod, of course that 
she would be alop|>ed. but to their as- 
tonishment the engine dashed right 
Into the drift, “clearing her way 
through apparently without the alight- 
est dilfictiUy, tbe snow at the same 
lime flytng over tbe top of the engine 
chimney like foam from the broken 
waves of a violent sea, and not with- 
standing ohst ructions (he train came 
down Irom Greenhead (20 mihw) In 
one hour and a quarter.”

gallant feats ever performed by sn officer of the 
United States army. 

The glory reaped from the achievement oonslsta 
of a Utile bronae medal voted to the soldier by 
congress, the consciousness of duty well done and 
flve lines la the war department reoord which few 
people ever ace. John B. Baboock went Into the 
army at the outbreak of the civil war aa an en- 
Uated man. He attracted attention hy bla gallant- 
ry aa a volunteer, and the yew 1S68 found him a 
first Itcatenant of the Plfth Regular cavalry. 

In the spring of the fourth year of peace after the 
civil war — that la to aay peace between white men — 
the Klowas, the Arapaheea and the Cheyennes made 
western Nebraska, western Rrnsss and eastern 
Colorado a swtiou of what John Hay might have 
called “glk-edged beU.“ Lieut. Babcock, In the 
absence of bis captain, was ordered to the command 
of a troop of cavalry and to take the field. 

With hts trooper followers Babeock was far tn 
advance of the main command on the frontier of 
Nebraaka. They reached the bank of Spring creek 
on tbo morning of May 16, 1869. While there a 
band of 250 of the best warriors of the plains ap- 
peared In front of the cavalry troops as thougo the 
savages had come from the ground. Lieut. Bshcock 
caught sight of the reds In lime to give him s mo- 
ment or two for preparation. He would net run 
and he oeutd not attask, for be was completely sui^ 
rounded and the savages outnumbered his force 
more than six to oae. 

Babcock gave a quick order and with hts man 
dashed for s Mt of high ground, a plateau-Ilke 
formation with Its flat surface occupying a Uttle 
more than an acre. The kiatant he reached the 
place aelected he ordered bla troopers to dismount 
and to Intrench themselves as well aa they couM. 
The men lost no time In throwing up earth enough 
to give them some alight protection from the bul- 
lets which were pouring In. 

Bahoock would not get off bis horse, although hla 
men begged him to do so, and they were kept 
from dragging their commanding officer to the 
ground and to place of partial aafety only by In- 
atllled discipline and by Babcock’s peremptory com- 
ma~da to leave him alone. 

The Indians advanced within range and protect 
ed themselves In the hollows of the prairie. They 
sent volley after volley up the IncUne to the bllltep 
and man after man behind the poor earthwork 
protection was stricken. Babcock centlnued bis 
ride up and down the line. His blouse was out 
twice by bullets bat bla men did not know IL 

"Boys, they can't hit a thing,’* said Babcock. 
’’They’ve been shooting at me and no bullet has 
come nearer than the north pole. Give U to ’em. 
Hold 'em off and relief will be here tn no time.'* 

The shots from the Spencers and Henrys of the 
savages, sr from most of them, ceased hitting the 
extemporised earthworks. The men lying prone 
know that nearly all the projectiles were passing 
over their heads and they knew also that every 
painted warrior antagonist was turning loose at 
the figure of the commanding officer riding back 
and forth on bin horse as Indifferently as If there 
were not an Indian on the frontier. 

No one In that troop ever knew why Baboock 
was not killed. The Indians said afterwards that 
he had some "big medicine" with him that turned 
away the bullets. Finally a shot cut Babcock's 
boot and wounded bis horse. He turned the animal 
about quickly so that Its other flank was toward 
the men. to whom be serenely said: “Those fellows 
can't hit a barn door.” 

The commanding officer continued to ride up and 
down the line and the buUota continued to cut 
the air all about him. 

Suddenly every savage head showed at once 
The troopers slammed In a volley that claimed 
some victims. The showing heads were followed by 
showing bodies and In another Instant the warriors 
were erect and mnniog to the far rear for their 
ponies. They made off, leaving their dead and 
wounded behind thorn. Far over the plains, Ueut. 
Babcock, from his borte, saw the main column ad- 
vancing. KcUet was in sight. 

The enlisted men told the story of Babcock's 
bravery, and congress gave him a medal of honor. 
Later the officer, who Is now living in retirement, 
distinguished himself twice In action against the 
Apaches st Tonto Creek and at the Four Peaks in 
▲rixona. There he won the brevet rank of Ueu- 
tenant-colonol to add to the honor oonferred by bla 
congressional medal of bronxo.

Bsldwtu went to the teamster# and tafd: “I 

can't leave a force with you aa a guard, and 
you’ve got to charge with us. I want you to put 
your teams In the center of tbe charging line 
Slid make those mules fly straight into the mid- 
dle of thing#.” 

It probably was tbe first lime tn history that 
mule* drivers, mules and wagons bad been ordered 
to participate as an offcnalvo part of a cavalry 
charge. *1^# Infantry on this occasion was mount- 
ed. The mule drivers lost all sense of the danger 
In the fun of tho thing. They told the lieutenant 
that with "good cussing," and with good lashing, 
they could lead tbe cavalry a mile. 

*nie 600 Indians were on a plateau with sides 
shelving grsdually down to tbe plains. Baldwin’s 
plan was nothing less than tbe seemingly rc-ekless 
ono of cruBslug the o|iea with hts men and 
wagons, sweeping up the Incline and driving tbe 
enemy, If he could, or fighting him hand to band. 
If he must. 

The horsemen rode up in line with tbe four 
mule teams abreast at the Hue's center. There 
was a word of command, a trtuu|a>t note or two, 
and tbe line swept across the plain with tbe 
mules on a keen jump, with black snake whips 
cracking and tbe drivers saying things which a 
mulo understands. 

The reds tumod loose at the advancing hun- 
dred. Men and luirsea on tbe right and left went 
down here and there, but the mule# In the center 
with their huge wagons racking and clattering 
behind them swept on with never a scratch. Tbe 
reds on the plateau kept up their fusillade. Up 
up, up tbe Incline, tbe mules leading by yards 
ail the way, awe)it the blue detocbnient. The 
legiilars were daring and fighting as American 
regulars always dare and fight. 

One of tbe teamsters afterwards swore that he 
could see Chief Uray Beard's eyes popping with 
fear at the sight of the ohar^ng mules. The 
level of tho plateau waa reached and borsea, 
msn, mules and wagons went hurtling forward. 
The teamsters were standing, cracking their 
whtpa and howling. Infantrymen and cavalrymen 
caught the spirit of tbe thing and bowled In uni- 
son. 

Those four mule teams went straight through 
tbe heart of the big band of Gray Beard's Kio- 
WSH and Arapbaues. Meantime every carbine and 
ever? Imng 'Tom was cracking, and with one last 
volley the warriors of the allied tribes fled, leav- 
ing their dead and wounded and Ihuir white cap- 
tives on the field. 

Lieut. Baldwin found that the two white girl 
prisoners were uninjured, aud not long after tbe 
fight they were restored lo their parents. FY>r 
this charge and for this victory Lieut. Baldwin 
was breveted a captain itnd was glvsn a medal

SGME TARIFF CHANGES. 

Several changes will affect the com- 
mon people. The tax on leather and 
hides is to come off, so that shoes 
can be bought for a third less price. 
Woolen goods will be taxed the same 
as present, however, so that clothes 
will cost as much as before. All 
steel and iron products will cost less, 
because a great part of the tax will 
be removed from them. 

Gne of the features of the past 
week has been the plucky fight 
which the reformers In the House 
have made against Cannon. They 
came near defeating him too. The 
Democrats took large chances of loa- 
tni; some of the good committee ap- 
pointments which they have hitherto 
been allowed to have. But they bad 
ao little, anyhow, that |t was hardly 
worth saving. The Republicans who 
fought Cannon are of course left out 
entirety In any action of the House's 
majority for this time forward. 

OBTTINO STOLEN LAND. 

Last month Secretary Garfield se- 
cured an appropriation of a million 
dollara with which to prosecute rich 
parties who had gotten possession of 
valuable Government lands In the 
West by means of false "homestead- 
ers." Already the Union Pacific Rail- 
way has agreed to give up 46 hun- 
dred, acres of coal land In. Horse Thief 
Canyon, Wyo., and pay the Govern- 
ment for the coal which It has taken 
out The difficulty which now pre- 
sents Itself la how the Government 
can get ita money value from the 
land. If It le put up to sale at auc- 
tion the Union Pacific will buy it hack 
at a very low price, because no 
one else can transport the coal from' 
It, and BO no one else will bid for It 
It it said to be worth $100,000,000 but 
only a small part of that sum will be 
received for it President Roosevelt 
thought that such lands should never 
be sold but only leased by the Govern- 
ment. ^ Thus the country would still 
own the land but would be paid for 
every ton of coal taken out of it. 

A queer feature has been added 
to the interesting things at the 
Capitol this week. The new Sena- 
tor's Gffice Building, Just completed, 
which stands abont two hundred yard 
from the Capitol ia connected with It 
by a large electric lighted under- 
ground passageway. In this passage- 
way small automobiles have been in- 
stalled, to run back and forth carry- 
ing Senators to and from their of- 
fices and the Capitol. This system 
may not be permanent, however. 

TRGUBLES GVER. 

Attention might be called to the 
most important matters which seem- 
ea to have come to an end with the 
end of Roosevelt's term. In the first 
place there will be no more discus- 
sions of the sea-level type of canal 
for Panama. The engineers are hope- 
ful that they may even be able to 
complete the Canal before Mr. Taft'a 
term expires, on the lock plan. The 
Census Bill will not again be passed 
in a manner such as to provide for 
“graft" In appointing the clerks who 
will do the work of taking the next 
census. The Standard Gil suit will 
be dropped by the government. This 
is having an instant effect on Stand- 
ard Gil stock, which has risen ten 
points since it was announced! The 
union of the Tennessee Iron and Ccal 
Company with the Steel Trust will 
not be further investigated. It was 
claimed that this was in violation of 
the anti-trust laws. At any rate the 
business conditions everywhere are 
so poor that Congress cannot afford 
to stir things up any more Just at 
present.

MEXICO HEARS SALVADOR AND 
NICARAGUA ARE AT WAR.

GUNBOATS IN A BATTLE I 

I 

Diplomatic Relations Broken Dll with I 
Zelaya's Country by the United | 
States Aftsr Recall of 
Envoy. 

Mexico City. — Ships of Nicaragua 
and Salvador met in battle Tuesday 
aud it Is believed a second clash fol- 
lowed Thursday or Friday. 

Three Nicaraguan gunboats, led by 
the Momotombo, attacked the Salva- 
doran gunboat Presldente. The latter 
by a lucky shot put the Momotombo 
out of action almost at the beginning 
of the engagement. The three Nica- 
raguans then withdrew. Later the 
Momotombo waa repaired i.nd went 
in pursuit of the Presldente 

No word having been received from 
tke Mexican representative in Nicara- 
gua it la thought tbs cable has been cut i 

Washington. — Owing to the contln- 1 
ned disturbed conditions in Nicaragua 
and President Zelaya's failure to make 
serious efforts looking to the seltle- 
meniaof the Emery claim (he state de- 
partment Friday, by withdrawing Mr. 
Gregory, the American charge at Mana- 
gua. and ordering the legation placed 
ia the hands of the consul, who will 
have uo diplomatic capacity, prastical- 1 
ly broke off diplomatic relaliuns with | 
that country. I 

Affairs lu Central America have 
been closely watched by the American 
and Mexican governments, both of 
which bars now come to an under- 
standing that the time has arrived 
when drastic measures stould be en- 
forced to insure peace in the Central 
American republics. 

Ambassador La Barra of Mexico 
spent some time at the state depart- 
ment In conference with Assistant 
Secretary Wilson, and the determina- 
tion was reached that If the American 
warsblpa now in Nt'xi/aguan waters 
and those to be sent there are not suf- 
flcleut to impress President Zelaya 
that the treaty of peace entered Into 
between the Central American repub- 
lics is not to be lived up to more rad- 
ical steps would be taken to accom- 
plish that result. The Impression was 
given that if need be intervention 
would b« resorted to. 

The governmenta of the United 
States and Mexico, it was stated, are In 
full accord as to the policy to be pui^ 
sued toward Nicaragua, and are now ! 
anticipating Zelaya'a further moves. 

So 1 . as could be ascertained no 
offlcial Intormatlon has been received 
here of a reported naval engagement 
botwen gunboats of Nicaragua aud 
Salvador. As bearing on affaira in 
Nicaragua the following statement was 
obtained from offlcial sources: 

"Uuder telegraphic orders issued by 
the navy department an armored 
crulaer will remain upon the west 
const of Nicaragua pending the ar 
rival of the Yorktown, to take that 
stand Indefluitely, and the Dubuque 
and Tacoma are proceeding to cruiae 
tn the Atlantic coast of Nicaragua and 
in the neighborhood of Honduras.

CDURT OF APPEALS MODIFIES 
BUCK STOVE DECISION. 

No Action Taken on Contempt Charge* 
Agsinat Gemp«rs, Mitchell 
and Morritan. 

Washington. — The conit of ap- 
peals of the DIstiict of Columbia 
yesterday modifled and afflimed th* 
opinion of Justice Gould of the au- 
prens* court of the District, anjoising 
tb« American Federation of Labor, 
Samuel Gomiiers and other dtfrndaoU 
from publishing In the "We don’t pat- 
ronize" list the name of the Burk 
Stove and Range Company of 8t.

The opinion, wkich was handed 
down by Justice Rubb, bolds that the 
decree of Judge Gould should be modi- 
fled to the extent that there should be 
I eliminated from the decree the re- 
striction of the labor orgsulcstlon and 
the other defendants from "ueulton- 
Ing, writing or referring" to the bual- 
nesa of the Back Stove ond Range 
Company or Its customers. Otherwise 
the decree Is afflrmed.

WINS FAMOUS $2t,240J)00 CASE IN 
FEDERAL COURT. 



Judge Anderson Decides Oovsrnmont 
Has Not Proved Charges and 
Throws Suit Out of CourL 



CbicAgo. — As forecasted Tuesday, 
the famuua Standard Oil rebating 
cases In which Judge LAndis imposed 
a line of 339,340,000 have been thrown 
out of court. 

Judge A. U. Anderson, before whom 
they came for retrial, after the United 
States court of appeals had reversed 
the Landis flue, Wednesday afternoon 
held that the government had nat 
proved the charges made In the Indlab 
ment and, following a long argument 
by District Attomay Sims, ordered the 
Jury to return a verdict of uot guiltg. 

Prom Washington comes the report 
that an appeal lo the United States 
circuit court of apesls will bo taken 
from Judge Anderson's decision. This 
would take the case hack to the same 
conrt that reversed the Landis decision 
In an opinion administering a scathing 
rebuke to the Judge. 

That Attorney General Wlckershsm 
will make every effort to get the case 
before the United States supreme conrt 
for final decision Is believed In the 
capital. District Attorney Sims has 
not announced what action be will 
take. He la waiting on inalructloas 
from Washington. 

The decision rendered by Judge An- 
derson means that all but two of the 
pending Indictments against ths 
Standard Company are void, and will 
bs abandoned by the government 

The six cases that are affected In- 
volve the Indictments for ehlpmeats 
over the Chicago A Alton railroad and 
the Chicago, Durllagton A Quincy rail- 
way, and the Indictments, too, that 
have to do with the storage charges 
alleged to have been allowed illegally 
to the Standard Oil Company by the 
LAke Shore A Mljchlgan Southern rail- 
road. 

It was Judge I^mdis who directed 
the care to be taken before Judge An- 
derson when Judge Bethea declined 
to hear It after the supreme court 
of the I7nited States decided to allow 
the reversal of Judge LAndls' docUilon 
by the United Statoa circuit court of 
appeals to stand undisturbed. 

Tbo big Standard OH proaccutloa 
had its beginning August 37, 1908. On 
that date ten Indictments were re- 
turned by a federal grand Jury, charg- 
ing tha Standard Oil Company of In- 
diuia with accepting concessions from 
railways In shipments of oil from 
Whiling, Ind. Demurrers to two ol 
these. Involving shipments over the 
Cbirago A Kastern Illinois railroad 
and connecting roada to Grand Junc- 
tion, Tenn., were quashed shortly af- 
ter they had been returned. The 
eight remaining bills ware demurred 
to, but the demurrers were overruled. 



CATHOLIC PRIEST IS SLAIN. 



Father Anslen of Newark, N. J, Vic- 
tim of Mysterious Murder. 

Newark. N. J. — ^Three men whose 
features were oonrcalud by their 
heavy overcoats and slouch bats 
walked into the study of Rev. Hrnsmus 
Anslon, pastor of the Polish church 
of HL Rtanislaus Wednesday morning 
and opened lire upon him. Three bul- 
lets from their three revolvers bit ths 
priest, killing him Instantly. 

The trio turned to escape and found 
their way blocked by Mrs. Antonio 
Hewrxytska, the housekeeper. Without 
an Instant's hesitation one of the vis- 
itors turned his revolver upon her. In- 
flicting a wound which Is likely to 
prove fatal. Then all three rushed oat 
Into the atreet and escafted. 

The police rounded up four suspects, 
and arrested all the former trustees 
whom the dead priest ousted when he 
took charge of the parish.

The executive boards Satur- 
day issued a call for a convention of 
Ihe miners of the three anthracite dis- 
tricts to be held In one of the mining 
towns to consider plans for furlhei 
action and then will follow another 
eonferevice with the operators btfors 
March 31.
